Claims 1,5-9,13-17 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wada et al '388. 

Wada teaches in figure 22 an SOI SRAM cell with first and second access 
NMOS transistors Q5 and Q6; a first drive NMOS transistor Q1 ; a first load PMOS 
transistor Q3; a second drive NMOS transistor Q2; a second load PMOS transistor Q4; 
and wherein the PMOS transistor active areas make a 90 degree angle with the NMOS 
transistor active areas. Accordingly claim 1 is anticipated. Claim 5 is also rejected as 
Q1 , Q3 and Q5 form a first active area and Q2, Q4 and Q6 form a second active area. 
Claim 6 is rejected as the drain regions of the drive NMOS and load PMOS contact 
each other in figure 22. Claims 7 and 8 are likewise rejected from figure 22 as the 
source and drains contact each other and are in "shared" regions. Claims 9 and 13-17 
and 21 are rejected as above. 

Claims 2-4,10-12, 18-20 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claim 23 is allowed. 
Yoshikawa '473 is relevant art.
